A gentleman who lives in 
th a t thriving city, and who is hereon 
m flying visit, informs us that the peo­ 
ple there are convinced that the era 
of prosperity there has just com­ 
m enced, so to speak, and from what 
h e has seen here in Los Angeles, 
an d his knowledge of the tendency 
of booms in progressive cities, he is 
satisfied that we are only just begin- 
ing to feel the business expansion 
and the growth of population which 
is destined to make Los Angeles a 
m etropolis of extraordinary dimen­ 
sions. The first-class cities of the

have

and 
in proof oi this, he cites the fact 
th a t for the week ending February 
12th the transfers of property in Chi­ 
cago only amounted to $1,011,008. 
H is deductions from facts like this is 
that the men who have amassed 
w ealth in the older cities are trans­ 
ferring it to the cities of new growth, 
a n d that Los Angeles being the most 
conspicuous of those now attracting 
th e attention of capital, there will be 
a gieat and constant inflow of money 
here from those centers to ba used in 
buying real estate. 
Another point

geles without one of the efficient 
aids in the handling and movement 
of capital that has proved so benefi 
cial in other cities.

Tub Pacific coast has no reason to 
find fault with Congress at its session 
just closed. The trade dollar, which 
hail been clamored for in Calif .rnia 
fout teen years ago as a necessity of 
exchange at that tim e, and then be­ 
came degraded and disused by an 
act of the Republican representatives 
of the pepple of the United States, 
has been taken in by the act of the 
past Congress and ordered re-coined 
into standard dollars, which are a 
legal tender. 
. 
The bill for the redemption and re­ 
coinage of trade dollars passed this 
Democratic Congress by a vote of 174 
to 3d. 
This is a notable showing 
of the sympathy of the party in 
power with the interestsof the Pacific 
coaat. The bill provides: 
Sueno» I. That for a period of six 
month» after the passoge of thia act, 
tb e trade dollars, if not defaced, 


m utilated or stamped, shall be re­ 
ceived at their face value in paym ent 
of all dues to the United States, and 
shall not again be paid out or in any 
other manner issued. 
Section 2 nrovides that during the 
above period Bio holder of trade dol­ 
lars, 
not mutilated, 
defaced or 
stamped, may receive in exchange, 
on presentation of the same at the 
Treasury, or any sub-treasury, a like 
amount anil value, dollar for dollar, 
in standard silver dollars, or in sub­ 
sidiary silver coins, at the option 
of the’ holder. 
Section 3 directs that the trade dol­ 
lars received by the Government in 
payment of dues or in exchange 
t»hall not be paid out, but shall be re­ 
coined into standard silver dollars or 
subsidiary com at the discretion of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, pro­ 
vided that the recoinage of trade dol- 
dollars recoined under this act shall 
not bo considered us part of the silver 
bullion required to bo purchased and 
coined into standard dollars, as re­ 
quired by the act of February 28, 


Section 4 repeals all laws author­ 
izing tfie coinage and issuance of 
trade dollars. 
This bill was carefully drawn in 
the interests of the people, and pro­ 
vides that this coinage should not in­ 
terfere with the regular coinage of 
silver so it would not contract the 
volume of 
circulation, but would 
rather increase the same, according 
to the increase of population and 
business requirements. 
Hon. Samuel J . Randall, a Demo­ 
cratic member from a Republican 
district in Pennylvania, not known to 
bo in favor of silver products of the 
west declared that this bill was only 
one of common honesty, and th at he 
had lived long enough to get rid of 
some of his apprehensions about sil­ 
ver. 
Mr. Randall represents a large 
sentiment that prveailed in the last 
Congress, and the action of the House 
of Representatives in refusing to stop 
the coinage of standard dollars, and 
in granting the appropriations for 
California for harbors and public 
buildings, the recoiuage of trade dol­ 
lars, in refusing to remove the duty 
on raisins, brandy, wine, wool and 
semi-tropic fruits only intensified the 
friendship of the party in power for 
the people of California. 
To find fault is easy ; to legislate 
wisely for sixty millions of people, 
whose pursuits for livelihood are va­ 
rious and connected with the com­ 
mercial relations of all civilized na­ 
tions is one before which any states­ 
man might stand in utter perplexity. 
Not only has a Democratic Con­ 
gress dealt generously and thought- 
fiflly for California, but the Govern­ 
m ent has given the contract for con­ 
structing a portion of the steel ves­ 
sels of war to this State. 
Hereafter 
the combinations of capital, so potent 
under other administrations, to cause 
nearly all great vessels of war to be 
built in New York or Philadelphia, 
will not prevail, but the great W est 
will have a respectful hearing and a 
just consideration at the hands of a 
Democratic administration.

The W all-street capitalists of both 
political parties have strongly main­ 
tained that the coinage of the stand­ 
ard dollar, with 412)6 grains silver 
as a legal tender equivalent to 25 8-10 
grains in 
gold, would drive that 
m etal out of ciicnlation, has been so 
often shown in the columns of the 


H e r a l d to be a false proposition that 
it seem s almost needless to refer to it 
ag ain , and vet this delusion from 
tin e to time lifts its hydra-head and 
has to be put down by facts. 
It 
seems, by the following statements, 
that are undeniably true aHd a part 
of the financial history of nations, 
that, during the ten years ended with 
1884, out of a gold coinage of $1,(>00,- 
000,000 by the states of the commer­ 
cial world, more than eighty per cent, 
ot that vast amount of gold was 
coined by states that used silver con­ 
currently with gold at a valuation to 
silver coined at which th at in our 
dollar would be worth 103 cents! Nor 
is this all. 
France, in the sam e de­ 
cade, while possessing a silver cir- 
ulation of $14 per head, has not lost, 
but gained $263,833,135 in gold by 
im ports in excess of exports of the 
m etal to th at amount ; while Great 
Britain, under her By stem of mono­ 
metallism gained during the same 
period but $21,017,000. 
Moreover, 
duiing the decade, France converted 
into coin or to money uses $171,000,* 
000 of the gold she acquired, wbile 
G reat Britain thus applied only $77, 
700,000, or barely $7,000,000 more 
than the little bi-metallic State of 
Belgium, with a population of les8 
than six millions of souls. 
From these statements it is clearly 
shown th at silver is not an antagonist 
of gold hut a friend, and the nations 
that are friendly to silver obtain the 
rncst gold. 
The silver production in the last 
ten years, the greatest which was 
ever produced, is estim ated at $1,000,' 
000,000. 
Of this India absorbed an 
nually $40,000,000, China $8,000,000, 
the islands of the Pacific $12,000,000 
more, leaving only.$40,000,000 annu­ 
ally for commercial use, for loss anil 
m anufactures, or about HG2;, cents for 
the people of the United States to use 
up per capita in a year, a sum not ex ­ 
cessive when the vast am ount of sil­ 
verware m anufactured in this coun­ 
try is considered. 
New York, Con­ 
necticut and New Jersey together can 
d¡«lióse of $10,000,000 of this amount 
annually in manufactures, with all 
the rest of the nation to hear from. 
There is no danger of an overplus of 
silver.

The force at present consists 
of four delivery clerks, three mailiLg 
clerks (one temporary), two separators, 
two box-clerks, one money-order cleik 
and one registry clerk.

an Assistant Postmaster. 
Most of these 
clerk* got only $o0 per month and work 
fully twelve hours per day. 
Three of 
these clerks are paid by the Postmaster. 
Even w ith these three extra clerks and 
the loug hours they work, there is contin* 
ual complaint as to the manner in which 
mail is handled. To-morrow wheu these 
three clerks are t -ken away the differ­ 
ence w ill be seen by all. Persons having 
boxes w ill havo to wait several hours 
for their mail to he distributed.

The 
patient is greatly snnoyed by the constant 
dropping into the throat of the m orbid m at­ 
ter lrt>m the head, and as a recum bent posi­ 
tion naturally favors the How downward 
ills rest is irvqnrntly dl tuibed from this 
cmsc.* M any sufferers aro obliged to lie 
w ith ihe head very m uch elevated in order 
to sleep with eouu» degieo of comfort. 
In other» a tough, vit-old aud offensive 
phlegm collects behind slid abovo th e soft 
palaiv, in the pas ago betw een the throat 
and head, adliearlug to tho parts w ith glu- 
isli tenacity. 
Its lodgm ent em barrasses 
respiration and creates n sons tlo u o f lrii 
tau o n aud nneaxiue«a In the affoeird local­ 
ity, which gives rise to n constant and al­ 
m ost irreiiit.b '.e desire to relieve th e dis­ 
com fort by draw ing th e m ucus ruto the 
th ro at so as to (jec t it by th e ut uth. This 
nr.-e ice, popularly know n as "haw king,” 
is churn civ r.-iiu of e ita rrh , and proves as 
em barrasaing to the uue Hllected as It Is 
disagreeable i-» those around him 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens and 
deposits itself ou th e m em brane in the 
s 'a p e of dry, hard concretions, w hich are 
discharged by way of th e nostrils or throat 
iu lum ps or iragm ents of a deep green tint. 
Iu some cases these incrustatiuus accum u­ 
late to such an extent as to for iu a regular 
p lu g lu th e nose, which obstruct* breathing 
aud produces serious discom fort. So firm ­ 
ly do these incrustations adhere to tbe 
poiut of attachm ent 
th at th eir removal 
usually requires tbe m ost vl- lent efforts; 
uot uufreqiieu.ly t. ey have to be torn from 
th e m em brane. Occasionally a solid cast 
of notable size is cxpel'ed, on w hich there 
are generally truces of blood, but iu sumo 
cases the cast p r >sents a tu b u lar appear 
ance, being of exact shape of tho nasal 
cavity.

Cases are occasionally m et with in whioh 
a thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats the 
m em brane of th e nasal cavities nud then 
putrifies, giving rise to a stench w hich is 
really overpowering aud sutllolentlv fetid to 
prison tb e Htmosphcre of a wbole room; 
au d there are others iu w hich all the secre­ 
tions of tb e m em brauc are suspended, caus­ 
ing an unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat 
and fevenuhuess iu the head and nose - a 
condition popularly kuow u as "Dry Ct- 
tarrh .'' 
I he disease speedily extends to th e air 
cavities of the bones of the forehead aud 
face, giving rise lo a distressing sonaatloa 
of h avy weight or com pression over the 
forehead, especially lu tb e region above 
and between tho eyes, and to a feeling of 
fulness, heat, Irritad <n, sureties* or pain lu 
th e uoklrils uear the root of tho nose, as 
w ell a* In tho upper p art of tho throat, 
above aud behind the soft palate.

The jrea th is always tainted and at times 
assumes an ex-.eediug fetid aud sickening 
odor. In some cases it becom es so revolt­ 
Ingly offensive as to ren d er the sufferer an 
object of disgust to him self us woli as lo 
others. 
'1 ho nasal m em braue is thickened and 
cougeated. causing th e note to be stopped 
up, sometimes on one stde, som etim e ou the 
other, and ofteu ou both, giving ri*9 to a 
oisttgreeftble, stuffy seu-atiou iu the head,

violent

pninxytm * of sueezing. 
The voice is weak, in d istin ct and hunky 
or oi a nasal charnc cr. d i playing a sort of 
sniffing quality. Oftentim es there is a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness aud discordance. There 
is also a sense of irritatiou lu tbe throat, 
and frequent attem pts to olear the parts of 
phlegm , producing th e sound ’ hem ” m ore 
or less forcibly.

Oziena is the professional or technical 
nam e given tn au advanced form of catarrh 
in which ulceration has eaten through the 
m em brane lining of th e nose to the carti­ 
lage of the bone. Anv case of catarrh m ay 
end In rziena, but it moat frequently.occurs 
in those who are naturally scrofulous. The 
discharge takes place through the uoBtilla 
or through the throat, aud is generally of a 
yellowish or greenish yellow oolor, fre­ 
quently tinged with blood and alm ost al­ 
ways attended by an offeasivesm ell. Ia the 
language of Dr. Wood, of Philadelphia, 
'The disease is one of tho most obdurate 
and disagreeable which th e phyaiclun has 
to encounter. In bad cast-sthe breath of th e 
Kntlent becomes so revolting as to isolate 
im from society and to reuder him nn ob­ 
jec t of disgust even to him self.” In some 
cases pleouB of bone becom e separated aud 
slough off, leaving deep, unhealthy ulcers, 
w hich secrete a bloody m atter, and are ex ­ 
trem e y difficult to heal. 
After reum a has 
continued some tim e th e sense of sra-.-ll 
usually becomes im paired aud often lost. 
Deaíless is ouo of Its m osi com m on conre- 
quenc s, aud results from Us extensión 
through th e eustachlautubes to tho internal 
ear. Pains in the head and over the froutal 
sinuses, im pairing m em ory, and even In­ 
sanity frequently spring from its extension 
to the brain. The greatest danger, how ­ 
ever. iKcause the most common, Is that It 
w ill extend downward an d affect the lung». 
Iu most cases of pulm onary disease catarrh ' 
la present it»some degree, and in m any in ­ 
stances It causes a largo share of the p a­ 
tient's discomfort.
